You may not feel like laughing at what 
I’m going to say — 'tis a joke on a 
young woodsman, how the jokers got 
their pay. 

Thirteen miles east of Reed City inthe 
County of Clare you'll find the village 
of Evart. In November | went there 
With a strapping big young farmer, 
who came from the County of Cass. 
One winter in the lumber woods he 
had resolved to pass. 

Two and twenty miles from Evart, if 
upon the map you look, you'll find the 
town of Winterfield, which looks just 
like a brook. 

In the river called the Middle Branch, 
which empties far below in the big 
Muskegon River, my farmer friend did 
go 

To a well-known lumber company, 
whose name |’ll soon put down, for a 
man had charge of all three camps 
along the river from Winterfield into 
town. 

At the Upper Camp he struck a winter 
job, myself and farmer friend.

The man had charge of all the camps, 
his name was Eugene Ross.

The foreman, like the blacksmith, saw 
the lad was rather green. The story is 
stillcontinued of the farmer, Billy Dean. 
Says he, my boy we cannot spare the 
cross hall anymore. But you go down 
to Evart and go in the hardware store. 
Order a new cross hall, and if there's 


none in town, stay there until you get - 


one, say, “Gene Ross sent me down.” 
The merchant said, “You’re really 


badly sold” and then explained the

I spent much of my growing up years among 
lumberjacks in my hometown of East Jordan. For 
a while I lived at Camp Nine on Green River 
between East Jordan and Chestonia, where my 
dad ran a banking grounds and my mother a board- 
ing house. 
I want to share a poem, The Cross Hall, my 
father’s favorite piece of literature. The author 
is unknown, although old timers will recall 
the verses. 


Poor Billy turned to leave the store, he 
had not a word to say. A lawyer called 
him off one side, “See here, my name 
is Gray. 

I’m a lawyer — if what you Say is true, 
you can wait here for the cross hall. 
There’s no cure for feeling blue. 
Come go with me to the Sherman 
House, and Ill explain this thing — you 
are down for a cross hall and may 


‘have to wait till spring.” 


Billy stood it for a day or two, then he 
decided to go away. “Do not worry,” 
said the lawyer. “You're not losing 
one day’s pay.” 

December came and passed away, 
the next months the same. Billy waited 
at the Sherman House for the end of 
this strange game. 

Along in March, came a break-up and 
all the camps shut down. The boys, 
the cook and the walking-boss one 
day came to town. 

Gray met Ross at the hardware store 
and said, “Didn’t you last fall send a 
greenhorn down the river to get anew 
cross hall?” 

“Do you know where the youngster 
went, | hadn’t thought of him before.” 


“Oh yes, he’s in the Sherman House. 
Your orders were to wait. His board 
billis forty-five and fifty and wages are 
seventy-eignt. 

Thirteen weeks will have no loss. 
He’s been waiting for a cross hall, 
ordered by the walking-boss.” 

Ross laughed at first, then got mad, 
he raved and stomped and swore. He 
swore he’d never pay a cent, might 
sue it and be damned. 

Then rushing off to see a lawyer, he 
realized and told the boy had never 
been discharged — was he himself 
sold. 

Before a witness he acknowledged, 
he’d sent the boy to town for nothing 
but a cross hall, so they plainly had 
him down. 

One twenty-three and fifty, and didn’t 
he feel silly, when he handed the 
lawyer Gray the check forthe Sherman 
House and Billy?

Drug credits 
issued to seniors 


Over 31,000 Michigan seniors will be receiving 
$14 million in prescription drug credit checks during 
the next several days to help offset the money that 
they spent during 1994 for prescription drugs. 

The Prescription Drug Credit program was estab- 
lished by the legislature to assist low-income Michi- 
gan residents over 65 years af age. The maximum 
credit is $600 for an individual and $1,200 for a 
married couple. The average refund being mailed this 
year is $449.58. Some 2,500 credits contained errors 
or require additional information. These claims will 
be reviewed and processed by August 15. 

State law limits the total prescription drum refund 
amount to $20 million each year. If the total credits 
claimed exceeds $20 million, each refund is pro- 
rated. Because the total amount claimed for 1994 is 
less than $20 million, each qualified individual re- 
ceived 100 percent of the credit they claimed. 

To be eligible Michigan residents must have met 
the following criteria: 

¢ Applicant must have reached their 65th birthday 
by Dec. 31, 1994. 

¢ If both husband and wife claim the credit, they 
both must meet the age requirement. 

* Household income for 1994 cannotexceed $1 1,040 
for single persons or $14,760 for married couples. 

¢ Applicant was not a resident of a licensed health 


care facility for at least'six consecutive months during 
1994, ee

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I started playing softball in Little League when I 
was eight years old. It’s been eight years now and I’m 
still playing. 

Many times I sit staring into space thinking of all the 
good times I’ve had and I can’t help but smile. I like 
to think of all the people who made this possible for 
me. 

Ican’t really remember ever saying thanks to them, 
except when getting my ice cream cone after a big 
game that we played well. | think they deserve a great 
big thanks, not only from me, but from everyone. 

Some people don’t realize how much a simple thing 
like Little League can mean to a kid. A program like 
this takes lots of work, organization, and cooperation 
to be effective, especially on a volunteer basis like 
East Jordan’s program. 

If you watch, you'll see the commitment, dedica- 
tion, love for kids, and love for the game that our 
coaches, umpires, and organizers have. They get 
rained on, frozen to death, and skip a meal when they 
are very hungry after a hard day at work. They spend 
hours trying to figure out the positions the kids should 
play to work together the best, and where they'll be 
happiest. 

My dad coached for acouple years and I watched as 
he skipped his favorite TV program, or pushed aside 
whatever he was doing, to spend hours at the kitchen 
table planning out the next game so everyone would 
get equal playing time. I listened as he talked on and 
on about what needed to be worked on at the next 
practice; what kind of help individuals needed; and 
the thrill of last week’s game. 

] listened as he tossed and turned at night - trying to 
think of what more he could do. He thought about that 
game and his team at night, at work, in the car — just 
plain all the time. 

Mostof the coaches are not trained or paid. They are 
volunteers who give it everything they’ve got. They 
are learning every day, just as the kids are. They are 
human and make mistakes, just like the rest of us. It’s 
on-the-job training and sometimes it can get very 
frustrating. 

The coaches do their best and it is hard —ask anyone 
who has ever coached or umpired. | used to criticize 
umps a lot, until I started umping myself. Some are 
better than others, but all of them are doing their best. 

You might not realize it, but critical remarks have 
a big impact on people. If you really feel you can do 
a better job, feel free to call and sign up to volunteer 
to umpire the next game. We can always use a few 
more umpires.

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Natural Resources Commission meeting highlights 


The Michigan Natural Resources Commission 
(NRC), during it’s July 5-6 meeting held in 
Menominee, received public comment on numerous 
issues, including deer management and baiting, fees 
for hunting and fishing licenses, oil and gas industry 
leasing, and Solid Waste Alternatives Program 
(SWAP) grants. 

In actions taken or reports received by the NRC 
during the July meeting: 

* In two separate motions, the NRC deadlocked on 
forwarding a recommendation to DNR Director 
Roland Harmes and DNR staff on the issue of deer 
baiting. The decision rests with DNR Director Harmes 
and his staff to set the future policy for deer baiting in 
Michigan. 

* Following public comment regarding recommen- 
dations for the 1995 recipients of the Solid Waste 
Altematives Program, the NRC recommended that 
the Director approve all SWAP grant applicants to 
meet the basic eligibility criteria.) The DNR will

* Wildlife Division Chief George Burgoyne re- 
ported that elk recently translocated from Michigan to 
Wisconsin are doing very well, with some cows 
producing calves. The elk have settled into good 
habitat, and the program is being met very favorably 
by the public. 

* Deputy Director Ed Meadows, Resource Manage- 
ment Division, reported the fire danger around the 
state has been somewhat alleviated with the recent 
scattered rainfall. He noted that citizens were very 
cooperative when the drought conditions forced pub- 
lic land agencies to curtail the issuance of burning 
permits. He also credited the media for their coopera- 
tion in sending the message of the potential fire 
danger, which greatly aided the public information 
process. . 


* Deputy Director Harding reported that a funding 
strategy is being developed with the Governor's of- 
fice to fund acleanup program including orphan sites, 
Orphan sites are those that are known to host environ- 
mental contamination, but no viable entity exists to 
assume the financial liability for clean-up costs. 

¢ Director of the Office of Great Lakes Tracy 
Mehan, reported that formal talks regarding the diver- 
sion of water from the Great Lakes through Chicago 
and into the Mississippi watershed will be the subject 
of discussion at a meeting to be held in Lansing. 
Mehanreported that a multi-state, multi-agency group 
was assembled by the U.S. Department of Justice to 
study the issue of water diversion from the Great 
Lakes. The meeting in Lansing will take place on July 
21,

DNR promotes PFDs with giveaway 


This week, the Department of Natural Resources, 
Law Enforcement Division, is beginning a spectal 
promotion to encourage children under the age of 12 
to wear life jackets, otherwise known as personal 
flotation devices (PFDs). As a part of the promotion, 
approximately 75 PFDs donated by the American 
Automobile Association of Michigan (AAA) and

Beginning this week, state conservation officers 
will give a postcard to each child they meet during 
routine patrols of popular water recreation areas.

One purpose of this promotional giveaway is to call

he shimmering river bottom was 
mesmerizing as the powerful cur- 


rent carried me downstream. My 


blood of theriver. Bullfrogs were croak- 
ing along the banks, and dragonflies 
buzzed by just above the water. A white

tail deer stopped to drink at the river’s 


edge, unaware of my 
presence. 

A pair of osprey 
watched from above, 
perhaps wondering, 
“What strange fish is 
this?” A muskrat 
paddled by busily build- 


down from Graves 
Crossing, I paused in this 
warmer pool, mentally — «suasusssssmianes 
connecting this sensation of warmth to 
its source, Lake Patricia. 

This was the “Sucker Hole,” a well- 
known frequent of local lore. I did some 
surface dives, looked at the fish (suck- 
ers and minnows), swam along the bot- 
tom and traced how the merging of 
these two streams had sculpted the river 
banks over the years. Enmeshed in a 
nearby logjam was a rusty piece of 
logging chain, a variety of fishing tackle, 
and artifacts from bygone eras. 

As l explored this hole, it occurred to 
me this place was known to many gen- 
erations and some common bond links 
us all. Everybody, it seems, knows 
where the Sucker Hole is. This land- 
mark, like many others I passed on my 
swim downstream, seemed ageless and 
unchanging ~ preserved in time and 
revered in the memories of all those 
who have visited the river. We all some- 
how are struck by a sense of awe by this 
powerful river. Briefly, while suspended 
in these mixed waters, ] was also sus- 
pended in time. 

From the Sucker Hole on down, the 
Jordan has emerged from the forests 
and gracefully “matured” on its final 
stretch to Lake Charlevoix. The river 
widens and slows. As I floated through 
the wide sweeping bends, I saw vast 
adjacent flood plains, marsh grasses, 
sedges and wetlands. 

Scores of wildlife live and interact 
here, co-dependent on the constant life 


ing onto ahutch. Beneath 
mea moss-backed snap- 
coma ping turtle plodded by. 
From a sandbar ahead, a great blue 
heron spread long wings and effort- 
lessly lofted away. My mind again 
drifted back through time. This place is 
special, ageless, unspoiled. 


urther downstream J dove a few 
} more deep comer holes, disap 

pointed by the relatively few 
numbers of fish I was seeing. I recalled 
that not too many years ago, these were 
prime fishing waters. I remember the 
thrill of landing a 10-pound steelhead 
from this very hole. 

Along the way, I did see a couple of 
Chinook salmon that must have moved 
into the river before the weir went in. I 
saw a few brown trout huddled near the 
steep clay banks. A big carp hugged the 
bottom, and darted away when] touched 
it. Some smaller fish, young coho | 
think, flitted in and out of the current to 
feed on something | couldn’t see. 

What has happened to the fishing 
here? I wondered if the mighty stur- 
geon ever spawned here years ago. How 
did the native peoples treat the river? Is 
it the weirs? The sand bedload? Sea 
lamprey? Us? How do we manage this 
river now? My mind traveled from the 
past into the future as I pondered the 
complexities of preserving and sustain- 
ing a natural river system in this and 
future ages. 

As I passed the last bend where the 
river ends and spreads into a wide estu-

East Jordans first recycling project 


The conservative Norm Bartlett resi- 
dence on South M-66 was once aswing- 
ing beer garden called “The Stockade.” 
Everybody went there to drink (no hard 
liquor), dance, and “shoot the bull” —a 
coin-operated target game. 

Originally a 400-acre homestead 
owned by the William Bennett family, 
Ira Bartlett’s son Norm bought eight 
acres of it with a house and barn in 
1937, from the Federal Land Bank, for 
$325. He tore down a 35x35-foot two- 
story house to ground level and built a 
dance floor. 

To frame the building, the Bartletts 
split logs in half and stood them on end. 
The inside walls were smooth boards, 
with no partitions or ceiling. Covered 
booths, a bar and a kitchen were added. 

An impressive stone fireplace pro- 
vided heat, ice-filled tubs cooled the 
beer, a gasoline generator provided elec- 
tricity, and pumped water for inside 
toilets. 

Soon Norm was selling hamburgers 
for 1S cents, beer for 10 cents —or by the 
pitcher for 35 cents — and wine for 15 
cents. 

Popular records provided “the best 
music in the world.” On some occa- 
sions, there was live music by Rusty 
Meredith, Bill Taylor, Sax Novotny, 
Clem Kenny, Williard St. Charles, and 
piano playing by a girl from Central 
Lake. 

The Bartletts operated the Stockade 
Dance Hall from 1938 to 1942. Norm 
was 29 and Jenny, 23, when they opened 
for business. This impossible adven- 
ture was financed by Joe Cihak and 
Garth Bryon. 

There were a dozen good customers 
and about another dozen not so good. 
Patrons (the good ones, of course!) in- 
cluded Teddy Kotowich, Don Clark, 
Archie Griffin, Harrison Kidder, all the 
Bennett brothers, the Taylors, Bolsers, 
Sweets, and Winstones. A lot of sol- 
diers came around, along with many 
folks from Mancelona, Ellsworth, and 

other nearby towns, such as the 
Rhineharts, Enos Potter, the Kitsons, 
Sommervilles, and Bowmanns. Other 
common visitors were the Drenths, the 
Derenzys, and Indians from all over. 

So much beer was spilled that the

place really stunk in the morning. Some 
of the brands of beer were Schmidt, 
Bergoff, Pfeiffer, Frankenmuth, Altas, 
Miller, and Goebel, as well as no-name 
keg beer. White and rosé wines were 
also offered. 

Among the music tunes: Beer Barrel 
Polka, South of the Border, Just Be- 
cause, Release Me, Peg ‘o My Heart, 
Five-Foot Two, Baby Face, Ain’t She 
Sweet, Bye-Bye Blackbird, Let Me Call 
You Sweetheart, and Deep In the Heart 
of Texas. 

Anextra post was installed under the 
floor, because when a crowd danced it 
bounced so much with the rhythm. 

The United States went to war in 
December, 1941. Thenext spring, Keith 
Bartlett (Norm’s brother) was killed. 
He was 25 years old. Norm was called 
for a physical on Feb. 3, 1943, at age 34, 
and with two children. He escaped the 
draft because of the surrender of Japan. 

By then, the tavern was closed, and 
an amazing transformation began. The 
booths were removed, partitions were 
added, and the windows changed. Norm 
added a bathroom and framed in three 
bedrooms — all while working nights in 
the canning factory. 

The porch was removed to make room 
for a carport. Steps to the basement 
were installed and a ceiling was added. 
A furnace and floor were put in the 
basement, and al] the basement win- 
dows were taken out. 

The back door was changed, insula- 
tion was added to the attic, and the drive 
was black-topped. Finally, they built a 
pole barn, planted trees and tore down 
the shed in back where they had been 
living. 

Norm says he worked 90 hours a 
week with the tavern, then hauling wood 
and gravel. He claims that he hardly 
remembers the kids growing up! But he 
has fond memories of those Stockade 
times and the people who came there.

exist in its current form. (See sidebar.) 

The one-year film project started in 
March. Varied Directions has already 
filmed segments in Virginia, Florida and 
Colorado, and will do more interviews in 
Wisconsin, Connecticut, Massachusetts 
and Vermont. 


Producer Rush DeNooyer, who is also 


the chief writer for the series, was im- 
pressed during the filming by Shepherd’s 
sincerity. 

“I wasn’t sure what to think when] first 
heard about John, but I have a lot of 
respect for him, because he’s very dedi- 
cated to what he’s doing,” he said. 

Although DeNooyer does not profess a 
personal belief in UFOs, he regards Shep- 
herd us a researcher who's ahead of his 
time. He summed up the Project STRAT 
shoot by predicting the segment will be 
very good. 

“There’s a lot more out there than we 


_ can see and hear and understand in the 


world ... One hundred years from now, 
what are people going to take for granted 
which we would find hard to accept to- 
day?” he commented. “If John Shepherd 
had invented the light bulb, no one would 
snicker at all.” 

This was everything I'd hoped for and 
more,” said director Kirk Wolfinger. 
“John to me is not that different from a 
Thomas Edison or a Henry Ford or an 
Einstein. [ think he’s serious, he’s got a 
dream, he’s got u vision and he invests 
everything he’s got into that.” 


“It was very involving and demanding, 
but I loved the work,” Shepherd com- 
mented, “I'd like to have a lot more jobs 
related to film.”

Shepherd to 
“ohase out” 
UFO tracking 


“The thing | should emphasize 
is it’s not the end of research and 
it's not the end of Project STRAT 
itself,” said John Shepherd, who 
createdthe UFOtracking station 
over two decades ago. 

The projectis entirely financed 
by Shepherd, who relies on do- 
nations from visitors. Due to fi- 
nancial hardship, he is seeking 
to “recapitalize” by selling his 
home and the existing Project 
; STRAT space lab. 

However, Shepherd has no 
plans to abandon his lifelong 
dedication to scientific research. 

.“The UFO tracking part of the 
project is being gradually phased 
out, or sold,” he said. “The ex- 
perimental electronics, visual 
and electronic art and educa- 
tional aspects of the project will 
be expanded.” 

He is currently seeking grant 
funding for those facets of his 
work. 

Shepherd speculated at some 
point the U.S. government may 
begin releasing UFO data which 
many researchers believe has 
been withheld from the public. 
Meanwhile, if Shepherd’s home 
and project are sold, he would 
like to relocate in Colorado. 

“There’s more opportunity out 
there, both educationally and 
economically. |t’s a booming 
area,” he said.

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It’s a summer plague — swimmers’ itch reported 


Cases of “Swimmers’ Itch” have recently been 
reported to the District Health Department #3. 

Swimmers’ itch ts a skin rash caused by certain 
parasites of birds and mammals. Birds, snails, and 
parasitic worms are linked together in a very complex 
relationship. Parasites are released from infected snails 
and migrate through waters used for swimming. 

People who swim or wade in infested water may 
experience the itching rash. Children are often in- 
fected due to their habits of swimming or wading in 
the water and playing on the beach as the water 
evaporates from the skin. 

Parasites may enter the skin of bathers or swimmers 
in different ways. Some penetrate while the indi- 
vidual is swimming, while other species appear to 
enter only after the person has emerged from the 
water. 

In any event, entry can be felt as a dull, prickly and 
itchy sensation. A victim’s first exposure to infested 
water may not result in the itchy rash. Repeated 
exposure increases a person’s sensitivity to the para- 
site and increases the likelihood of rash development. 

In sensitized individuals, a small reddened area will 
develop at the site of entrance of each parasite. Symp- 
toms may appear within one to two hours of exposure. 
Intermittent periods of itching will continue for sev- 
eral days. After 24 hours, the reddened areas reach 
their largest size. 

Swimmers who have repeated exposures, may dem- 
onstrate increased size of the affected areas, espe-

cially if aggravated by persistent and intense itching. 
The victim suffers the most during the first four or five 
days after exposure. 

After a week, the reddened areas usually disappear, 
leaving aspot that resembles a small bruise. Individu- 
als should contact their family physician when the 
diagnosis ts unclear, complications such as infection 


are present, or the reaction is intensely itchy and 


intolerable. Therapy is available for relief of the 
itching and secondary infection. 

Thére are several measures that can be followed to 
eliminate or to reduce the problem. First, avoid situ- 
ations that encourage birds to remain in areas where 
people frequent water. Feeding these birds should be 
strongly discouraged. 

Second, some species of snails deposit their eggs on 
concrete walls or on rocks that have been used as rip- 
rap to preventerosion of the shoreline. Not only do the 
rocks serve as a base for snail eggs, but they afford 
protection to the snails against wave action. 

Third, it appears that most swimmers contact para- 
sites while swimming on eastern and southern 
lakeshores. The reason appears to lie in the fact that 
the parasite of some species float to the surface of the 
water and drift with the wind to the shore. Because 
winds in Michigan are often westerly or northerly, 
people contact the parasites on eastern and southem 
shores. 

Fourth, it should be noted that children who con- 
tinually go in and out of the shallow water often get 


heavy cases of swimmers’ itch. Continuous swim- 
ming along the shore should be avoided because large 
numbers of parasites can accumulate there. 

A final preventive measure for combating swim- 
mers’ itch is through washing and toweling off imme- 
diately after leaving the water. Floating parasites are 
sticky and attach to the body as the bather leaves the 
water. As an individual emerges from the water, the 
parasite enters the skin as the body air dries.

Pickles in Kast Jordan 


The East Jordan Pickle Factory was established in 
1915 by the Williams Brothers, on the spur of the 
Detroit & Charlevoix Railroad, near the South Arm 
School. 

A dozen 8x12-foot cypress vats were installed 
inside and outside the building for curing in heavy salt 
brine. The vats needed to be thick and strong enough 
to keep out frost. 

A walkway surrounded the vats about two feet 
below the rims for easy access and inspection of the 
cucumbers. Wheelbarrows were used for transport- 
ing the cucumbers to the vats and a weighted cover 
kept floating cukes in the brine. 

It was necessary to check for leaks and foam specks 
in the brine tanks. This was one duty of the plant 
manager. Wood kegs (55-gallon) were used for rail- 


road shipping. 

Seed was fumished to the farmers by the pickling 
factory. In August the cucumbers were picked twice 
a week and furnished needed cash for the crop. The 
growers were paid $3 for 100 pounds of cucumbers 3 
1/2 inches or less, and $1.50 for 100 pounds of 6 
inches or less. 

An acre could produce about $50 of receipts per 
season. No crooked cucumbers or nubbins were ac- 
cepted. 

The management changed many times. Charlie 
Kline was employed the longest as manager. Henry 
Mc Watters, and Bob Protor(?) also were managers at 
another time. Bill and Frank Kitiman were some of 
the plant employees, and Ed Kamradt served as seed
